same category of phenomena as do the sounds produced for example by 
rain falling rocks birds for them the components of empirical 
reality/the natural are not differentiated from the components of 
aesthetic reality/the artificial are not differentiated from the 
components of empirical reality that are nonnatural inasmuch as 
they are not conscious of the self the components of empirical 
reality as well as the components of aesthetic reality (1) exist only 
to the extent yes that they are near at hand/within the territory 
of a given animal or group of animals cranberries walnuts Claes 


Oldenburg's Dual Hamburgers (1962, painted plaster, 7" X 14 3/4", 
MOMA) exist only to the extent that they are within the territory 
of Homo sapiens (2) are significant only to the extent that they 


satisfy in whole or in part the instinctual needs of Homo sapiens 

the first two acts of Schoenberg's Moses und Aron water fish are 
significant only to the extent that they can be to a greater or lesser 
degree biologically assimilated by non-self-conscious Homo sapiens yes. 
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
